tlio maternal tissues. Tho wall of the embryo has an extent in structure 
differing greatly in proportion to tho stage of the pregnanov and to tho 
region of tho tube from which the sjiecimen is taken. Tho extent of 
tho sac Is considerably less at tho border of the attachment of tlio sac 
to the tubo than upon tho freo pole of the tube, and this is true the 
further away from tho point of rupture that one examines tho speci* 
men. When a section is mado through the mesosalpinx tho extent of 
tlio sac of tho embryo seems increased by tho tissues of tho mesosalpinx. 

The author believes that in tho gravid tubo from tlio fourth week to 
thn third month thero can bo bIiowii a limiting niembrano on tho side of tho 
cavitv of tho tubo extending to tho free extromity of tlio ovum. This 
menibrano is composed of nn alveolar stroma containing abundant cells, 
with largo nuclei. Tho placenta from tlio eighth to tho twelfth week is 
developing at the border of the free polo of the ovum and also upon 
tho wall of tho tubo, Tlio wall of the tubo opposite tho freo polo of the 

ovum la covered by a lining of mucous membrane. The limiting mem- 

braneof tho freo pole of tho ovum does not seem to Imvo the function 

or position of a reflexa. 

In considering tho question of tho mechanism of the rupture of tubal 
pregnancy it is found that rupture most often occurs at tlio parietal zone 
of attachment of tho ovum. 

Tho text of the monograph is supplemented by fifteen clinical obser* 
vutions giving the history of cases forming tho basis of this publica¬ 
tion. Twenty plates are added ns illustrations. Tho works of those 
who Imvo written upon tho subject nro quoted, although there is no 
considerable bibliography. 

This monograph is nn interesting contribution upon an interesting 
and important topio. It deserves a place in the literature of tho sub¬ 
ject, and should bo consulted by those who study tubal gestation. The 
illustrations nro not especially satisfactory, ns many of them nro inferior 
in clearness.

Principles of Bacteriology: A Practical Manual for Students 
and Physicians, By A. 0. Aiibott, M.D., Professor of Hygiene in the 
University of Pennsylvania, New (Oth) edition, revised and enlarged. In 
one 12rao. volume of 636 pages, with 111 Illustrations, of which 20 are 
colored. Philadelphia and New York: Lea Brothers Co. 

Within tholastfow years such advances imvo been mado along tho 
lines of bacteriological research, and so much light has been shed upon 
tho problems of Immunity and infection by studies in this direction, that 
a new edition of this work comes at a most opportune moment. Designed 
especially for students and those wishing a general practical knowledge 
of the subject, tho book fills a distinct want. The first chapters 
deal with methods of sterilization, preparation of culture media, and 
the tcchniouo of staining, Alt tho descriptions aro clear, and the text 
is sufficiently illustrated to demonstrate the application of these meth¬ 
ods. The technique of animal inoculation is nlso discussed, and gen¬ 
eral directions nro given for a careful study of bacteria The common 
bacteria pathogenic for man are described in turn, and attention is paid 
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to the differential diagnosis of allied micro-organisms. Among thonower 
features of this edition aro summaries of the recent work upon cnldemio 
cerebro spinal meningitis and dysentery ; discussions upon tlio subject of 
tuberculosis, together with thegroup of bacteria in some ways resembling 
bacillus tuberculosis, and a review of the mechanism of infection and im¬ 
munity. Tho portion which deals with the investigation upon dysentery 
is of special Importance, sinco most of the knowledge acquired upon this 
subject is of such recent dale that descriptions of tho bacillary form of 
dysentery have not yet found their way into general text-books, iho 
chapter upon tho subject of tuberculosis is likewise valuable, ®onio 
confusion lias arisen as to the identification on morphological grounds of 
bacillus tuberculosis and other acid-resisting bacilli,such as tho timothy 
bacillus, etc. Tho methods for differentiating theso organisms aro dis¬ 
cussed, and interesting descriptions are given of the pathological lesions 
produced by them in animals. Referenco is also mado to tho subject of 

bovine and human tuberculosis, nnd other additions have been made in 

the part allotted to tho pathogenic streptothrices, Such rapid advances 
have been made recently in our knowledge of tho theories of infect ton 
and immunity, and so much work has been dono in this branch of scien¬ 
tific medicine, that a complete survey of the subject would, of course, bo 
out of place in a book of this nature. Nevertheless, Iho history of the 
development oftbis side of medicine is wel 1 reviewed, and tho fundamental 
conceptions upon which Ehrlich's theory is based are well but concise y 
given. All confusing details aro omitted, and emphasis is especially laid 
upon tho moat i in port ant points. In fact, the entire work is so written that 
the essentials are brought out clearly, while tho details aro sufficiently sup* 
pressed to avoid confusion, and tho book thus makes a most excellent 
guide for tho student of tho subject as well as a useful manual for moro 
advanced workers. ” *

Lamarck war born in a little vtllago in Picardy in 1744, and died n 
Paris in 1829. His long life covered a pertod of thrilling interest in 
tho history of Franco and of wonderful progress in tho natural sciences. 
He was intended for the clergy, but being a young man of spirit he 
east aside his bands after spending four years in the Jesuit College at 
Amiens, nnd entered the French army. Ho was promoted for bravery,
